Many persons who strongly argue that labor's so-called 


right to strike must not be curtailed in any way are. at 
the moment, highly indignant over the threat of some land- 
lords to "go on strike." 


Most people would agree that mass evictions of tenants 


in a period of housing shortage cannot be condoned. Labor 
certainly would take this view. Humanitariarxism and the 
public interest simply cannot allow it. Law must be used, 
if necessary, to prevent such a landlords' strike. 


It is odd. however, that the groups which most strongly 


oppose a landlords* strike against the public interest are 
also inclined to oppose any attempt to prevent other kinds 
of strikes against the public interest. 


We would think it just as important to see that people 


eat or hax-e fuel as that they are housed when a strike 
threatens. 


Saving the School Windows 


tt16 Chicago school board discovered that more 


than 60.000 school window panes were broken in a single 
year, largely in connection with use of the buildings it de- 
cided to do something. A committee on conservation of 
school property came up with a contest under which schools 
could earn radios, movie projectors and library books by re- 
ducuig glass breakage. The result was that "breakage was 
cut almost m half and the money saved was manv times the 
cost of the prizes.
